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Owen School closed 
Wednesday for Enbridge 
gas pipeline testing

Van Buren Public Schools Supt. Michael 
Van Tassel closed Owen Intermediate 
School for Wednesday, March 20, because 
a gas pipe line was scheduled to be tested 
near the school. 

At Monday’s city council meeting, 
Belleville City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
said she asked Enbridge Energy Company 
about the test, since they offered to put 
nearby residents in a hotel for the day. 

She said they told her that during the 
eight-hour test they would be blowing out 
the pipeline with water and there wouldn’t 
be an explosion, but noise was an issue. 

On Monday, Supt. Van Tassel sent out 
a letter to parents of Owen students to 
explain his decision to cancel school on 
Wednesday. Actually, the school was 
scheduled for half a day, with conferences 
in the afternoon. 

He said the school district was informed 
that Enbridge Energy Company, out of 
Wisconsin, would be hydro testing a gas 
line near Owen school on March 20 from 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The gas line in question is in front of Owen 
and about 50 feet away from the bus pick- 
up and drop-off area. While Enbridge did 
not initially contact the district, residents 
in the area were notified and given the 
opportunity to spend the night in a local 
hotel, if they so desired, Van Tassel wrote. 

“Enbridge has stated there is no immediate 
danger, yet they have offered residents 
near this line alternative housing during 
the testing. 

“Given the company’s offer to residents, 
I must question the ability for Enbridge 
to provide a safe environment for our 
students,” Van Tassel wrote to parents. 

“I hope you can appreciate the 
compromising situation the school 
district has been put in and that you are 
supportive of our attempts to put student 
safety first. Since the gas line testing will

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Belleville approves 
credit/debit card 
payments — at last

Belleville City Clerk/Treasurer Lisa Long 
has been working for months on getting a 
company to provide online and in person 
credit/debit card payments for city taxes, 
water, dog tags, and other fees. 

The most important part of the project 
was to make sure the city didn’t have to 
pay anything for the service. 

City residents and employees have been 
asking for such a service, especially now 
that the city water fees are billed monthly. 

At last, on Monday, Clerk/Treasurer Long 
presented the Point and Pay E-Payment 
Services Agreement to the City Council 
and got a round of congratulations and 
thanks from council members. 

“I just wanted to make sure there were no 
fees for us and I kept asking them,” Long 
said. 

She said Point and Pay wants the city 
to promote the service in every way it can. 
She noted that the city’s internet technology 
person has put in measures for security and 
the city attorney’s issues have been cleared 
up. 

It will cost users 3% of the total to pay 
taxes and $1.50 for every $50 paid at the 
counter and online. E-checks can be used, 
too. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Set the annual citywide yard sale for 
Saturday, Sept. 7, and Sunday, Sept. 8, the 
weekend after Labor Day. No yard sale 
permits are required on these days, but if 
people want to start their sales on Thursday 
or Friday, they must get permits; 

e Held a public hearing and then approved 
amendments to the utility ordinance. This 
allows billing for water per gallon and per 
thousand gallons (since some meters don’t 
read in gallons) and the ability to shut off

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Sumpter Planners 
approve completely 
redone zoning ordinance

The first completely revised zoning 
ordinance for Sumpter Township in more 
than three decades was approved by the 
Planning Commission at its regular meeting 
March 14, following a public hearing. 

The Planning Commission has been 
working on the zoning ordinance for a year 
and a half. The last major overhaul of the 
zoning ordinance was in 1977. 

Laura Kreps of Carlisle Wortman has 
been working with the commissioners on 
the project. She said many things have 
been changed as required by the state. Also 
they have reduced the number of zoning 
districts and came down to two residential 
and up to three business districts. 

One of the most-asked-about provision is 
on outdoor furnaces. She said if you already 
have one, you are grandfathered in. This 
furnace is only allowed in Agricultural, 
Rural Farm, and Residential-1 districts. 

Kreps said it’s not for cooking or grilling 
and owners are not allowed to burn leaves, 
garbage or rubber. 

The furnace needs to be placed at least 
200 feet from the property line and the 
chimney must be at least 30 feet from the 
principal building. The flue should be no 
less than 30 feet tall. All brush should be 
cleared in a 30 foot radius of the furnaces. 

Gary Rogalski of Executive Drive said 
he has been selling wood-burning furnaces 
since 2005. He said he is the No. | seller of 
outdoor furnaces in this area. 

Rogalski said a two-story house is only 21 
feet high, speaking about the 30 feet height 
required for the stack. He also asked how 
you would support a 30-foot stack. Later 
he was told guy wires would work. 

He said he installed 60 units in Sumpter 
Township. He said if a furnace has to be 200 
feet from the property line and the furnace 
is in the middle of the lot, you would need 
400 or 410 feet of frontage. 

He asked what kind of experience she 
had with outdoor furnaces and she said her 
firm is planning consultant for more than 
70 municipalities, including Huron, Ida, 
Manchester, Linden, and Augusta. 

“I’m inclined to agree with him,” said 
Trustee Alan Bates, who sits on the 
Planning Commission, noting there is a 
150 foot minimum frontage for lots and 
they couldn’t have furnaces. 

“If everyone had one, there would be a 
lot of smoke...” said Commissioner Jim 
Clark. 

Rogalski said he has a 3,000 square foot 
house and doesn’t make $40,000. He has 
paid over $1,000 a winter for propane and 
he can heat for a whole year for less than

$1,000 with the furnace. 

He said some people in Sumpter grow 
their own food, hunt, and work on their 
own cars — plus pay $3,000 in taxes. 

Rogalski said most people can’t comply 
with the 400 feet and, “I guess that’s the 
way to get rid of them.” 

Commissioner Clark said the township 
isn’t able to watch everyone and there has 
been irresponsible burning. 

Rogalski agreed, but said Dundee adopted 
a very similar ordinance on outdoor 
furnaces and then dropped it because it 
didn’t work out. They required Phase II 
stoves, which were twice the price of Phase 
I stoves. Now they are accepting Phase I 
stoves. 

Brad Traskos of Willis Road said these 
stoves are expensive, starting at $8,000 
and then getting up to $10,000 by adding 
a little. He said when they cover more than 
4,000 square feet in two buildings, it comes 
to $16,000. 

“I don’t think you’re going to be overrun 
with these in Sumpter,” Traskos said. “It’s 
a very expensive project ... people don’t 
have the money.” 

Rogalski said in 2009, he did 70 units and 
in 2011 and 2012, he did seven each year. 
He said he did four this year, with only one 
in Sumpter. 

“It’s not for everyone,” Rogalski said, 
noting you have to have 30 to 40 cords of 
wood a year and you become a slave to 
your unit. 

“The fad is here and gone,” Rogalski 
continued. “You’re going to stand in the 
way of people having these stoves.” 


He said the next highest heating procedure 
is geothermal, which costs $30,000. 

The Planning Commission did not change 
anything on the new zoning ordinance 
before approving it. 

Rogalski was told the zoning ordinance 
would next go to the township board for 
its 6 p.m., March 26 meeting, where the 
board will discuss it and then make the 
final decision at the 6:30 p.m. meeting. He 
was advised to go to that meeting to tell the 
township board of his concerns. 

The commission also discussed flag 
lots and Kreps said she didn’t think flag 
lots would be appropriate in the zoning 
ordinance. 

It should be covered by private drives 
in the general ordinance, with a shared 
easement with everyone using that drive, a 
“multiple family residential drive”, or have 
the drive built to county road standards. 

“My boss Enos and I talked about flag lots 
yesterday,” Kreps said. “It doesn’t comply 
with the ordinance and never is going to 
meet the minimum width... It should be in 
the general ordinance.” 

Rogalski asked about road maintenance 
of Executive Drive, a private drive which 
has nine homes with the oldest one started 
in 1978 and the newest one 2 4% years ago. 
The road is 1,400 feet long and some of the 
residents don’t pay for road maintenance 
and the road gets barely passable. 

Commissioner Sharon Claxton told him 
to form a road committee and get bids 
and get the work done. “Let them know 
of the legality of the road agreement. The 
township is supposed to help if there’s a 


road agreement,” she said. 

Rogalski said some residents say they 
didn’t sign a road agreement, but Claxton 
said there is an agreement and it should be 
on their deeds. 

Trustee Bates said he is the original builder 
on Claxton Drive and he sends residents a 
bill every year and makes sure the snow is 
plowed, a load of gravel is dumped, and 
chloride spread. On Oddessy Drive, where 
he lives, there is a road agreement. 

Rogalski said he has gone door to door to 
get money for the road. Some pay and some 
don’t. “It’s hard to sue the neighbors,” he 
said.

Sumpter Township and the City of 
Belleville have fewer than 50 employees 
each, so they do not qualify for the 
Affordable Care Act’s mandate to give full 
health care coverage to all employees who 
work 30 hours and up a week or 130 or 
more hours a month.

Supervisor Combs takes 
exception to news story 


To the Editor: 

In the March 14, 2013 edition of the 
Independent, Rosemary K. Otzman wrote 
a front-page article entitled VBT Fire Dept. 
struggles with Affordable Care Act. 

While the impact of the Affordable Care 
Act on Van Buren Township part-time 
staff is notable, staff persons are working 
tirelessly to address staffing, mutual aid 
assistance, and training hours to ensure 
compliance. 

The approach Otzman used in her article 
brought question to the community’s safety, 
and I would like to bring clarity. 

Otzman’s article reads like she had 
interviewed me regarding this topic. This 
is not the case. Instead, Otzman used 
statements from a memo she obtained 
via the Freedom of Information Act. This 
memo was written to Van Buren Township 
Directors and Supervisory Personnel 
regarding part-time staff persons throughout 
the entire municipality, not exclusively 
Supervisors of fire personnel. 

Had Ms. Otzman contacted me to obtain 
information on the topic, I would have 
provided the following information, which 
I have already shared with several fire 
personnel: 

“Van Buren Township maintains its 
commitment to continue to staff a duty 
crew 24 hours per day / 7 days per week at 
both fire stations. 

“It would be unconscionable to send a 
fire fighter home from an incident because 
he has exceeded mandated hours. 

“Tf staffing hours for fire fighters exceed 
the average threshold, Van Buren Township 
will comply with the health care mandates 
of the Act.” 

Van Buren Township will continue to 
provide excellent emergency response 
service to the community, as it complies 
with the Affordable Care Act’s statutes and 
regulations.

water for those not allowing access for 
meter installation or maintenance and to 
send shut-off notices by certified mail. 
DPW Director Keith Boc said there are 18 
residents who are denying the city entry 
and some have threatened to sue. The city 
attorney asked that the process be spelled 
out in the ordinance. Former councilman 
George Chedraue, an attorney, said you 
cannot shut people’s water off before a 
hearing and, “You cannot shut any utilities 
off without a court order.” Mayor Kerreen 
Conley said the city attorney has positioned 
the ordinance the best he can and, “The 
status quo of doing nothing doesn’t work 
for us.” She said if there is a problem, 
“We’ll cross that bridge when we come to 
it”;

Question from Jessica in Ann Arbor: I 
have been looking to buy vacant land. Can 
you tell me why some listings refer to a 
perk test and what exactly does a perk test 
cover and why is it required? How long is 
it good for? 

Answer: A perk test is required in order 
to build a home on vacant land that does 
not have city sewage available. A perk 
test is normally paid for by the seller to 
substantiate that the property is buildable 
to accommodate a septic system which is a 
storage tank and a field bed. 

This is done with a backhoe to dig up 
the ground and the specifications being 
determined by the county environmental 
department inspector, for size of septic 
tanks, field bed, and the location on the 
property where the ground’s water level and 
dirt makeup will be sufficient to install. 

Also a perk test can note whether the home 
can be built with a basement or walk-out. 
Perk tests usually are good for one year and 
sometimes can be extended longer with the 
approval of the County Environmental.

showed Johnson turning a simple traffic 
stop into a fleeing and eluding felony. 

Det. Toth said after Sgt. Ashby ran the 
license of Johnson and came back to the car 
window, he found Johnson on the phone. 
Johnson ignored Ashby as the police officer 
repeatedly asked him to get out of his 
vehicle. Finally, Johnson asked why he had 
to get out of his car and Ashby replied it was 
because his license was suspended and he 
had a warrant out for him. 

Johnson asked Ashby to follow him home 
to Milan and Ashby refused, saying there 
are just minor charges against him now and 
they would turn into a felony if he drove off. 
He reminded Johnson that everything was 
being recorded on the patrol car camera. 

Johnson goosed the car’s accelerator and 
the car lurched forward a couple of feet. The 
video shows Ashby patiently walking the 
few feet to the driver’s window and urging 
Johnson to cooperate, rather than face more 
serious charges. 

“Give me a head start,” Johnson said and 
then took off at the high rate of speed, Det. 
Toth said. Ashby and Officer Elizabeth 
Egerer pursued Johnson, but the roads were 
so bad in Sumpter that they both disengaged 
the pursuit. Later police went to Johnson’s 
house to pick him up on the warrant, but 
they were told he wasn’t there. 

Det. Toth said Johnson later came to the 
Sumpter Police Department and turned 
himself in, with an apology. 

Johnson has been charged with fleeing and 
eluding a police officer, a five-year felony; 
commission of a felony with a motor vehicle; 
operating on a suspended license, a 93-day 
misdemeanor; and habitual offender, fourth 
degree (indicating three prior felonies), 
which could be up to 15 years.
